THRICE NEAR TO DEATH 


Gasoline Explosion, the Latest, Cause

once before, I was scalded by hot water 
and got well in about a week. That hap-' 
ened only a short time ago. I was wash- 
ng some dishes for mamma when, In lifting | 
the kettle from the stove to the wash- 
board, the boHing water spilled over me. 
My arms and breast were sca ded. 

“On July 4a boy living across the street 
from my homethrewacannon cracker at 
me. The fuse was lit and when it fell 
near my feet | thought some big cannon 
had’ exploded. My right foot was awfully 
burned and the powder scattered over me. 

“But I got well,”’ said the Httle patient, 
cheerily, smiling away her suffering.

BELLEVILLE CITIZENS APPLIED 
FOR AN INJUNCTION. 


Pending a Decision the Company 
Agreed to Furnish Water and a 
Serious Dilemma Was Tem- 
porarily Overcoine. 


The Belleville waterworks did not shut 
down at noon Wednesday, as it threat- 
ened to do. 

A compromise was effected shortly before 
12 o'clock. 

Citizens employed Attorney D. W. Thom- 
as to bring injunction proceedings against 
the BeHeville Deep Weil Water ¢'o. to pre- 
vent it shutting down, and he did so. 

Judge Schaeter declined to hear the case, 
on the ground that he was a water con- 
Sumer and therefore prejudiced. 

A message was sent to R. B. Burroughs 
of Edwardsville, Ill., and he went to Beile- 
Ville Wednesday afternoon to sit in judg- 
ment en the case. 

Pending a decision concerning the grant- 
ing of an injunction the water company 
agreed to continue to operate the plant 
and furnish the city water. 

Tuesday evening the Belleville Deep Well 
Water Co, issued the following notice to its 
patrons: 

TO OUR PATRONS. 

The City of Belleville owes us $5000 for water 
supply under its contract with us, being hydrapt 
rental for the montbs of February, March, April, 
~“- and June, 1001. 

he city council refuses to make provision for 
the payment to us of the amount due. We are 
therefore compelled to suspend operations. 

This action o nour part je forced upon us, for we 
cannot do business without paying our employes, 
and we cannot pay sur employes if we canSut get 
the muney that is due us. 

The plant will suspend operations on Wednes- 
day, July 17, at 12 o’clock, noon. 

‘This notice is given you, so that you may make 
provisiong for your needs.

The crisis was brought on by a factional 
fight in the City Council. There is a ma- 
jority and minority faction who have for 
months been at war as to which should 
control. Nine of the aldermen favor paying 
the water company $12,000 per annum, ac- 
cording to contract. 

The remaining five together with Mayor 
Hay, consider $10,000 per annum ample, as 
the company, so they claim, is not furnish- 
ing deep well water in accordance with its 
contract. 

The minority favored the appropriation of 
$10,000 and then forcing the company to ac- 
cept that amount or enter court and sub- 
stantiate their right and title to the $12,000 
contract price. 2 | 

There is no other way to settle the ques- 
tion as to whether the company is living up 
to its contract, as the city cannot under the 
law go into court concerning the issue. 

The majority faction passed an appro- 
priation of $15,000. This was to pay $3000 
back rental due the water company and 
provide for payment of $1000 per month for 
rental for the ensuing yearn. 

Mayor Hay vetoed the ordinance and re- 
turned it to the Council. Since then the ma- 
jority faction have been unable to secure a 
two-thirds majority to pass the appropria- 
tion over the mayor's head. Thus the ques- 
— has reached a crisis through a dead- 
ock. 

There has been a report in circulation 
that th® water company’s supply is very 
low. in fact, almost exhausted, and in 
their being compelled to clese down for 
want of water, they are using the refusal 
of the City Council to pay the com y 
as an excuse for suspending operations. 
This story was denied by the representa- 
tives of the water company. They say the 
supply of water is ample, and the only 
shortage existing is a shortage of money 
with which to operate the plant. 

A bitter feeling has been engendered in 
the minds of many citizens against some 
of the members of the City Council and the 
water company as well on account of the 
continued warring and crisis now reached.

The young cobbler was 
the only one who finally evaded the patrol 
and reached the border. 

Dargazewski came to America and thence 
to Omaha. where he has several relatives.

The authorities at the government experi- 
ment station and farmers now take a hope- 
ful view of the situation. More rain will 
certainly fall throughout the state, and 


The conditions ir this vicinity irflicate 
continued rainfall. 

Over the greater part of the state the 
past week has been one of the hottest ever 
experienced by the people of Missouri. The 
mean temperature ranged from 8 to 10 de- 
grees above the normal in the central and 
western sections and 2 to 5 degrees above 
in the eastern sections. 

Maximum temperature of 100 degrees and 
above occurred in all sections on several 
consecutive days, the highest temperature 
reported being 114 degrees at Jefferson City 
on the i2th. 

During the greater part of the week the 
sky was almost cloudless and no rain has 
fallen, except a few light, scattered show- 
ers, principally in the northeastern section. 

In portions of Atchison, Nodaway, Harri- 
son and Marion Counties, and in a few lo- 
calities in the extreme southeastern por- 
tion of the state, corn is still looking well, 
though needing rain badly, and in many of 
the northern counties late corn would still 
make an average yield if it could have suf- 
ficient moisture from now on. 


FOURTEEN DAYS OF DROUTH 


DES MOINES Io., July 17.—The prom- 
ised rain of the weather department failed 
to make its appearance in lowa last night 
and there is every evidence that it will not 
appear today. Reports received by the local 
government weather station show a very 
light trace at Estherville in the northern 
part of the state.

MURDERING HIS DAUGHTER. 


HE CLAIMS IT WAS A SUICIDE 


Investigation Prints to The Oemmis- 
sion of a Crue] and Heartless 
Fratricide. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

EUREKA SPRINGS, Ark., July 17.—In @ 
cell at the Berryville jail, Perry Burris 
awaits his trial at the August term,charged 
with the murdér of his own 16-year-old 
daughter. This is the result of an exami- 
nation before Justice Cunningham at Ber- 


ryville. 

Every circumstance surrounding the 
mysterious death of Lulu Burris disppoves 
in every essentia] particular the theory aa- 
vanced by the, fdmily that the young giri 
took her life with her own hands. 

The tragic death of Lulu Burris was an- 
nounced by her family as suicide. Notice to 
neighbors and the authorities was given 
out through her little 9-year-old brother 
to the effect that her dead body, lying upon 
ites back, with a bullet hole through the 
forehead and a gun clasped in her two 
hands, had been found at 8 o'clock on the 


morning of June 16 by her father in. the 
feed lot, close to the house. 

An inexperienced justice of the peace, 
acting for the coroner, impaneled a jury 
‘of neighbors, who, after a hurried egami- 
nation, returned a verdict of suicide, One 
uror admitted afterwards that, in placing 

is hand under her head, he. discovered 
that the base of the skull. was crushed, but 
said nothing about it to any one until he 
got home. A young woman who helped to 
prepare the body for burial, discovered 
what she thought to be a soft spot at the 
base of the skull, but desisted from inves- 
tigation when Mrs. Burris suggested: if 
I were you I would leave it alone. 

These and a great many other. sus- 

piclous circumstarces finally leaked out, 
and disatisfaction with the meager inves- 
tigation and inadequate finding of the coro- 
ner’s jury spread it gent arousing the 
neighbors, many of whom carried the sto- 
ries to the prosecuting attorney. 
The prosecutor's investigation disclosed 
tBat the theory of suicide was beyond the 
pale of probability; that some hand other 
than Lulu Burris’ took her life seemed 
certain; and that that hand was a father’s 
hand became a hideous pyc ah 

The haste with which he urged tho car- 
poneee to prepare her coffin, the impatience 

e expressed at the delay in organizing a 
jury, his heartless and indifferent demean- 
or toward the dead girl throughout the or- 
deal, from the time of finding the body 
until after its burial, and, withal, the omi- 
nous threats he had made (ey the girl's 
life—and repeated by him after her déeath— 
forged about the father a chain of Circum- 
stantial evidence which fixed the convic- 
tion of his guilt In the minds of an entire 
community. 

The evidence deduced the fact that the 
father had frequently threatened his daugh- 
sae: = he had told neighbors he would 
ee x" er, 

Neighbors who were called in when the 
body was found testified that the body was 
nicely laid out although both parents 
claimed that they had not been near it. 
There were no marks of sizuggie and no 
blood spots except a few on the clothing. 
The father showed absolute indifference. 
He want the coffin hurried up. That 
night he rk romp with his young: dog, 
ard told how he could hardly keep It off the 
dead body when it was first found. 

Burris has made a statement’ in which 
he denies all knowledge of the girl's death. 
hat he intends to fight the charge of mur- 
der to the bitter end.

THE FRENCH VERY INDIGNANT 


Protest Against an English Man of 
War Surveying Currents Among 
Channel Islands. 


PARIS, July —.—A circular published by a 
local paper at Avranches, a town on the 
coast of Brittany, informs boatmen and 
fishermen that one of his Britannic majes- 
ty's vessels will be occupied in observing 
the direction and speed of currents near the 
channel islands from the middle of May to 
the end of August, and boatmen and fisher- 
men are warned against approaching clos- 
may be necessary 
for safe navigation while she is carrying 
out this survey, undertaken in the interests 
of seamen generally. 

This has stirted up several Paris journals 
considerably, although the channel! islands, 
which comprise Jersey, Guernsey, Alderney 
and Sark, are Winglish territory. 

“Thus, says an editorial in the Autorite, 
“a warship of his Britannic majesty, with 
the authorization of the French govern- 
ment, is studying our coasts, taking sound- 
ings and examining the currents, in such 
fashion that on the outbreak of war, which 
becomes daily more and more probabie, 
there will not be an inch of our coast line 
that is not known in every particular.” 

Libre Parole. in an article headed ‘‘Trea- 


gon on Every Side,” says: 

“And now our naval authorities issue in- 
strucuions with a view to aiding soundings 
on our coasis by an English vessel. it 
seems incredible, but it is true. The Av- 
ranchin announced the fact some days ugo, 
and it has not been denied.
